Select Committee of the House of Cora- 
mon3 on Colonial Military Expendi- 



VVe alluded recently to tha new policy in- 
augurated by the Imperial Parliament re- 
specting colonial military expenditure. A 
part of (lie report of t lie SeleotiCbmmitt'ee 
has reached us in the Montreal Hcrald- 
that part which most Immediately affeotr 



in their defence. We find thai the Dnke of 
Newcastle was veryoarefnl about comrni}t|ng 
hirn*elf on the question of the Federation of 
the British American Colonies, lioynfiil the 
facilities it would uive for the construction 
of railways, ho seemed disinclined lo ex- 
press an opinion in favor of federation being 
a means lo lax the provinces for military ex 
pandilure. Taking the evidence of the 
Dnke as a whole? >» respect to British 
America, it is simply 'his : He is in favor of 
keeping up the colonial connection, but don't 
expect file eastern' provinces to contribute 
a cent. As a matter of course, we may 
conclude that Ihe keeping of garrisons at 
Qnebec. Halifax, or Kingston, are mow for 
Imperial objects than colonial ones. In 
fact, he admits that fear of some aggressive 
measure on the part of the United States is 
a chief reason for keeping troops in Canada. 

A few issues back we referred lo the pas- 
sage of a resolution in the House ol Com- 
mons on colonial military expenditure, 
inaugurating ihe ilpcfririe that for internal 
order and sectir ity the colonies should wholly 
provide.and also aid in their external defence,

Such being their conclusions wo may as caa tle, as we do. ibe Provinces, though loyal, 
well take a glatioe at the evidence.

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Brutal Treatment of Passengers. 
Certain officer! attached to the steamship! Ori- 
zaba and Panama, plying between Panama and 
San Francisco, have long been in the habit of 
brutally maltreating and insulting many of their 
passengers. Every indignity or insult which can 
be invented by theso petty tyrants for the annoyauce 
of thoie who have placed themselves temporarily 
in their hands, it practiced upon many of the pas- 
itngers, practices which, if repeated ashore, would 
entitle the noses of the perpetrators to such tweak- 
ings ai would learn them better manners in future, 
if not make better men of them generally. These 
men, or their master! of the Pacific Mai' 
Steatruhip Company, need a lesson — one which 
will reach thi very bottom of their purses — be- 
fore they need be expected to improve, and we 
earnestly hope they will not want that lesson long. 
Following is an expression of indignation at the 
treatment received by the passengers on tho last 
up-trip of the Orizaba. It speaks for itielf : 

We the undersigned, passengers on board the 
Pacific Mail Companv's Steamer "Orizaba," dc- 
airc to express our indignation at the treatment 
we have received, both individually and collect- 
ively, since embarking on board the above-named 
vessel at Panama, on the lOlh May. 

First — At the way in which tho luggage was in- 
jured, it being thrown from the dock of the lighter 
on to the steamer, a distance of 8 or 10 feet, the 
onlv thing preventing it from falling on the planks 
being a Mi'glo swab. Some of the boxos were 
broken and the contents thrown about the bold, 
very few of them escaping damage moro or less. 

Secondly— That whereas the steamer is only 
constructed to carry about 7<)<> passenger*, over 
)200 were packed on board, thus nuking tho lives 
of all The boats are only sufficient for about 260 
in caso of accident ; and the crowd„ri state of the 
Tesiel occasioned great danger of 'ever breuking 

""Thirdly— At the gross incivility we hnve re- 
ceived from the officers and crew, beinu cursed and 
rven personally abused and struck without any 
just caw. This applies more particularly to the 
Purser and Chief Mate. 

Fourthly — The food at timos waa quite insuf- 
ficient in quantity ; the supply of water for wash- 
ing purposes was very small for first clais, nnd 
lone at all for 2nd and 3d clas. passengers, the 
latter hiring to draw «nlt water (or themselves. 

Fifthly — The sleeping accommodation was dis- 
graceful, men and women being huddled together 
without any regard to decency. Hundreds have 
had onlv canvas stretchers, without pillow, mat-
